Dr. Aita Returns 
gress of Physicians— 
New Plan Studied

Known as “group hospitatiza | 
tion,’ a plan of individuals pay- 
ing one dollar a month to the 
hospital to meet their needs inj 
case of accident or illness will 
te proposed for this community 
by Dr. A. A. Aita. The super- 
intendent of the San Antonio 
Community hospital returned 
this morning from the Congress 
of Physicians’ sessions held in 
San Francisco. 

Of vital interest to him was | 
the discussions on the plan. More 
than a year ago Dr. Aita was 
authorized by the hospital board 
of trustees to look into possibili- 
ties of adopting the plan here. 
At that time, the plan could not 
be used unless the hospital de- 
posited with the state a $25,000 
bond. 

“Tt is unnecessary for the hos- 
pitals to post that bond now and 
I am going ahead with the study 
into the possibilities of offerng 
the plan to the community,” Dr. 
Aita said. “It is one of the most | 
inexpensive types of insurance.’ 

Dr. Aita explained operation 
of the plan as follows: “Each 
month you pay to the hospital 
one dollar. Anytime you or your 
family is injured or is ill the 
hospital service is available with- 
out any charge, other than of 
course the regular deposit of $1 
per month.”

als have the plan in effect ana 
iit is gaining wide support, the 
local official said. Dr. Aita look- 
ed upon the discussion at the con- 
vention as indicating that many 
communities will adopt the plan 
as the best method of enabling 
families to get hospital care.
